City  Attorney

Responding  to  pressure  from 
neighborhood  residents  who  say 
the  City  has  failed  to  produce  a 
Telecommunications  Master  Plan 
while  at  the  same  time  allowing 
the  installation  of  antennas  and 
transceiver  stations  at  preschools. 
libraries  and  senior  residential 
housing.  SF  Supervisor  Tom 
Ammimao  asJced  the  City 
Attorney  to  draft  a  resolution  for 
interim  zoning  controls  —  legis- 
lation which  could  result  in  a 
moratorium  on  the  new  technolo- 
gy- 

If  Ammiano's  resolution  is  ap- 
proved by  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors.  San  Francisco  will 
join  226  other  cities,  including 
Denver  and  Louisville,  which 
have  passed  moratoriums  on  an- 
tenna construction  since  the  first 
of  the  year. 

Residents  are  concerned  about 
the  invasion  of  small,  barely  no- 
ticeable antennas  that  link  the 
growing  wireless  telecommuni- 
cations networks  criss-crossing 
the  country.  The  concern  most 
frequently  mentioned  is  the  po- 
tential health  effects  of  radio-fre- 
quency radiation  (RFR). 

Specifically.  Ammiano  is  ask- 
ing the  board  of  supervisors  to 
prohibit  the  issuance  of  permits, 
installation  of  equipment  and 
construction  of  wireless  telecom- 
munication facilities  until  a 
telecommunications  plan  is 
adopted  by  the  City. 

"1  am  extremely  concerned 
about  the  random,  willy-nilly 
placing  of  antennas  in  neighbor- 
hoods without  a  master  telecom- 
munication plan."  said  Ammiano. 

Ammiano  doubts  federal  reg- 
ulations provide  enough  protec- 
tion against  potential  health  risks 
and  he  says  the  City  has  avoided 
its  responsibility  by  failing  to  de- 
velop a  plan. 

"There  are  important  health 
issues  raised  here,  and  this  is  an 
issue  of  local  control,"  said 
Anuniano. 

Some  industry  advocates  also 
believe  local  control  is  an  impor- 
tant issue.  Dr.  George  Carlo,  an 
epidemiologist  who  heads  the  in- 
dustry's Wireless  Telecommun- 
ications Research  Program,  told  a 
reporter  for  the  Denver  Business

Traffic  Hell 
was  created 

when  the  Loma  Prieta  Earthquake  struck  in  1989 
and  closed  a  major  portion  of  the  Central 
Freeway.  Proposition  H,  the  proposal  to  retrofit 
and  reopen  the  Central  Freeway,  is  an  answer  to 
the  chaos  thai  was  created  with  the  freeway's 
closing.  Recently,  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisor's 
budget  analyst  said,  of  all  the  options  on  the 
table,  that  restoration  of  the  freeway  is  the  best 
way  to  move  traffic  throughout  the  City. 

San  Franciscans  have  been  waiting  for  an  an- 
swer to  the  earthquake-created  problem  for  eight 
years.  It  is  time  to  fix  this  long-festering  sore  on 
our  transportation  system. 

Proix>sition  H  is  a  citywide  ordinance  which 
would  require  our  public  officials  to  support 
retrofitting  the  Central  Freeway,  from  its  split 
with  Highway  101  to  its  terminus  at  Fell  and 


Oak  streets.  It 
would  also  re- 
quire them  to 
seek  a 
north/south 
connecting 
route  with  the 
freeway  and 
Franklin  and 
Gough  streets. 
After  the  earthquake,  thousands  of  cars  were 
diverted  to  Oak  and  Fell  streets  when  the  con- 
necting ramps  between  the  Central  and  FrankJin 
and  Gough  were  demolished  because  they  were 
declared  unsafe.  This  is  a  fundamental  problem 
that  must  be  solved. 

Prop.  H  demands  that  public  officials  work  to 
reconnect  those  major  north/south  arteries  to  re- 
store pre-earthquake  traffic  patterns  and  relieve 
much  of  the  traffic  pressure  thai  has  accumulated 
on  Fell  and  Oak  sU'eeLs. 

The  plan  was  brought  to  the  ballot  by  the 
Coalition  to  Save  the  Central  Freeway,  which  is

Heights  Association  of 
Responsible  People.  Bui  other 
groups,  including  merchants  in 
ihe  Inner  Sunset,  Haight  Ashbury 
and  Van  Ness  Avenue  corridor, 
also  support  reopening  the  free- 
way 

Proposals  put  on  the  table  by 
Callrans  conlemplaie  ending  the 
freeway  at  Mission  Street, 
Duboce  Avenue  or  at  Market 
Street.  These  options  arc  clearly 
unacceptable. 

Supervisor  Michael  Yaki  has 
put  forth  an  alternative  that  hits 
closer  to  the  mark,  by  flying  the 
freeway  over  Market  Su^t  and 
ending  it  at  Haight  Street,  but  it 
would  still  require  turning  a  part 
of  Oclavia  Street  into  an  urban 
freeway,  and  it  needlessly  adds 
travel  time  to  peoples'  commute. 

City  planners  rightfully 
stopped  a  I9S0s  plan  to  build 
freeways  west  all  the  way 
through  Golden  Gate  Park  —  an 
attempt  to  connect  with  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  roads 
going  southward  down  the  penin- 
sula. But  plaimers.  in  their  wis- 
dom, decided  to  merge  freeway 
traffic  on  the  west  side  of  Market 
Street,  beyond  the  Mission 
District.  South  of  Market  and 
Civic  Outer  neighborhoods. 

When  the  freeway  was  perma- 


nently closed,  to  facilitate  the  re- 
moval of  its  damaged  upper 
deck,  traffic  gridlocked  in  the 
Civic  Center  and  South  of 
Market  neighborhoods. 

Road  rage  ruled  and  several 
people  lost  their  lives  to  stressed- 
oui  drivers  jammed  in  gridlock. 
Air-  and  noise-pollution  levels  in- 
the  neighborhoods  increased  and 
about  five  to  15  minutes  was 
added  to  the  commutes  of  some 
80.000  people,  including  many 
Richmond  and  Sunset  district 
residents.  These  commuters  also 
paid  for  the  privilege  —  by  being 
forced  to  buy  extra  fuel  —  to  sit 
in  stop-and-go  traffic. 

Yet  a  few  residents  in  the 
Hayes  Valley  are  in  favor  of  end- 
ing the  freeway  South  of  Market 
or  at  Market  Street,  two  options 
that  are  ludicrous.  Can  you  imag- 
ine what  will  happen  when 
80,0(X)  vehicles  a  day  try  to  cross 
a  major  City  thoroughfare  with 
mass  transportation  systems? 

I  think  the  residents  of  Hayes 
Valley  who  oppose  Proposition  H 
do  so  for  narrow  self  interests. 

For  almost  40  years  Fell  and 
Oak  streets  have  served  west  San 
Francisco  residents  with  trans- 
portation access  to  the  east  side 
of  the  City  and  its  transportation 
arteries. 

But  now  homeowners  want  to 
reap  a  windfall  profit  by  rerout- 


ing San  Francisco's  traffic  pat- 
terns, at  the  expense  of  other  City 
residents. 

According  to  theic  logic. 
80.000  commuters  have  to  suffer 
—  their  only  crime  being  they 
want  to  cross  town  —  to  lessen 
the  traffic  through  Hayes  Valley. 

City  residents  need  lo  vote  in 
sizable  numbers  to  send  a  clear 
message  to  SF  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  and  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  this  freeway 
should  be  repaired  and 
retrofitted.  It  is  in  the  best  inter- 
est of  San  Francisco  residents  to 
do  so. 

Brown  recently  said  the 
Coalition  to  Save  the  Central 
Freeway,  which  put  the  proposi- 
tion on  the  ballot,  should  have  in- 
cluded language  in  the  measure 
that  would  have  demanded  City 
officials  spend  the  estimated  $54 
million  that  will  be  required  to 
do  the  job.  He  intimated  that  as 
long  as  politicians  control  the 
purse  strings,  any  solution  to  the 
long-standing  problem  is  possi- 
ble. 

Richmond  District  voters  need 
to  send  a  clear  message  to  the 
mayor  that  this  is  an  issue  that 
needs  to  be  resolved. 

Richmond  District  residents 
should  vote  yes  on  Prop.  H.  It*s 
time  to  restore  some  sanity  to  our 
transportation  systems. 
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Legal  immigrants  ffigiit  to  survive  after  welfare  cuts

Last  year's  welfare  reforms 
have  sent  many  legal  immigrants 
seeking  help  to  become  citizens 
in  order  to  qualify  for  public  ben- 
efits. 

However,  immigrant  rights 
groups  say  many  immigrants 
who  cannot  meet  the  new  re- 
quirements for  welfare  will  be 
locked  into  poverty. 

In  1996,  state  and  federal  wel- 
fare programs  were  cut  for  most 
legal  immigrants,  documented 
non-citizens  who  did  not  enter 
the  country  as  refugees  or 
asylees.  After  an  outcry  from  nu- 
merous immigrant  activist 
groups,  some  benefits  were  re- 
stored the  following  year. 

Illegal  immigrants  have  his- 
torically not  been  eligible  for 
most  welfare  programs. 

Currently,  Supplemental 
Security  Income  (SSI)  is  unavail- 
able for  most  legal  immigranLs 
who  entered  the  United  States  af- 
ter Aug.  22.  1996.  Children  un- 
der 18  and  seniors  over  65  are 
still  eligible,  as  are  people  living 
in  the  United  States  before  the 
date,  though  the  reforms  of  1996 
originally  cut  them  out.  People 
receiving  SSI  before  Aug.  22  will 
continue  to  receive  benefits,  de- 
spite not  being  U.S.  citizens. 

Temporary  Assistance  for 
Needy  Families  (TANF),  which 
replaced  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children  (AFDC).  is 
now  restricted  for  most  legal  im- 
migrants until  they  become  citi- 
zens or  work  for  10  years.  A 
"sponsor"  must  agree  to  care  for 
the  immigrant  until  then.  Food 
stamps  were  also  cut  for  most  le- 
gal immigrants. 

Without  the  benefits,  the  only 
other  welfare  option  for  legal  im- 
migrants is  the  City's  General 
Assistance  fund,  roughly  $350 
per  month.  Legal  immigrants  can 
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increase  their  eligibility  by  be- 
coming citizens,  though  there 
have  also  been  cuts  for  citizens 
receiving  TANF  and  food 
stamps.  Some  other  changes  in 
the  welfare  law  include  job  re- 
quirements and  limits  on  how 
long  people  can  receive  assis- 
tance. 

According  to  the  1990  U.S. 
census,  almost  20  percent  of  the 
Richmond's  75,000  residents  en- 
tered the  United  States  between 
1980  and  1990.  About  40  percent 
are  immigrants. 

Gduardo  Capulong,  policy  an- 
alyst for  the  Northern  California 
Coalition  for  Immigrant  Rights, 
said  the  cuts  have  kept  many  im- 
migrants down. 

"This  makes  it  so  immigrants 


cannot  bring  themselves  out  of 
poverty,"  said  Capulong.  who 
said  there  has  been  a  nine  percent 
increase  in  the  demand  for  food 
since  the  reforms.  "People  don't 
save  this  money,  they  budget  it 
into  their  expenses.  V/hcn  it's  not 
there,  they're  going  to  have  to 
find  ways  they  can  cutback  in 
other  places  in  order  to  make  the 
money." 

He  said  the  cuts  force  many 
into  taking  low-paying,  entry- 
level  jobs  which  do  not  offer 
benefits  or  opportunities  for  ad- 
vancement. 

Nam  Thai,  also  with  the  coali- 
tion, said  the  reforms  have  put 
many  legal  immigrants  in  a 
"Catch  22"  position. 

"They  quit  ESL  (English) 


classes  for  vocational  work."  said 
Thai,  who  said  quitting  school 
makes  it  harder  for  immigrants  to 
pass  citizenship  tests  and  require- 
ments for  public  assistance. 
"Unfortunately,  a  lot  of  single 
women  also  become  prostitutes 
to  make  money." 

Capulong  said  the  cuts  will 
also  afTect  the  community  as  a 
whole,  not  just  those  who  need 
aid. 

"This  is  taking  money  right 
out  of  the  economy,"  said 
Capulong,  who  added  immigrant 
populations  have  significant  buy- 
ing power.  "A  lot  of  business  will 
fail,"  he  said. 

Thai  said  that  since  the  re- 
forms, people  have  been  flooding 
soup  kitchens  and  other  services 


for  the  needy  in  San  Francisco. 

Angela  Wong,  paralegal  with 
the  Asian  Law  Caucus,  said  there 
have  been  a  high  number  of  peo- 
ple requesting  help  to  become 
citizens  since  the  reforms  were 
introduced. 

**Since  last  year,  we've  had 
over  1. 000  cases,"  said  Wong, 
who  said  her  office  usually  han- 
dles 100  to  400  cases  a  year. 

She  encourages  people  to  be- 
come citizens  so  they  can  be  eli- 
gible for  more  benefits. 

"You  never  know  when  (the 
requirements)  are  going  to 
change,"  said  Wong.  She  said 
that,  lately,  calls  have  died  down 
because  Congress  restored  some

My 
colleagues  and  f  have  worked 
hard  to  increase  the  number  of 
mental  health  workers  in  the 
schools,  improve  the  quality  of 
education  for  all  students  and  es- 
tablish programs  to  assist  stu- 
dents who  are  having  difficulty 
succeeding  in  a  traditional  school 
selling. 

The  core  of  my  children  and 
youth  agenda  is  the  implementa- 
tion of  an  integrated  approach  to 
children's  services. 

Some  children  have  complex 
problems  that  cannot  be  dealt 
with  effectively  in  isolation  from 
each  other.  Kids  identified  as 
having  multiple  needs  receive 
multiple  referrals,  thus  having  lo 
go  to  several  locations  to  receive 
much  needed  services.  This 
means  multiple  arrangements  for 
child  care  and  transportation.  It 
also  means  fragmented  care,  be- 
cause there  is  no  dialogue  be- 
tween different  service  providers.

For  these  reasons,  it  is  impor- 
tant thai  all  City  departments 
adopt  a  children's  integrated  ser- 
vice mode.  Soon  after  I  assumed 
office,  I  held  a  hearing  to  solicit 
input  and  ideas  about  what  this 
model  should  look  like.  From 
that  hearing  came  an  action  plan, 
which  I  will  be  implementing 
over  the  next  year.  This  plan  in- 
cludes: 

■  Mandating,  through  legisla- 
tion, an  interagency  case-man- 
agement system.  If  an  individual 
has  contact  with  multiple  agen- 
cies, those  agencies  must  develop 
a  coordinated  plan  for  that  indi- 
vidual: 

•Undertaking  a  needs  assess- 
ment and  facilities  inventory  to 
identify  funding  gaps,  and  ser- 
vices needed  in  each  neighbor- 
hood; 

•Facilitating  various  neighbor- 
hood meetings  with  youth  and 
families,  recognizing  that  differ- 
ent neighborhoods  have  different 
needs: 

•Establishing,  based  on  the 
outcome  of  the  needs  assessment 
and  the  neighborhood  meetings, 
"one-stop"  neighborhood-ba.sed. 
multi-service  centers; 

•Convening  a  working  group 
to  develop  solutions  to  the  lack 
of  safe  public  transportation  to 
after-hours  activities  and  ser- 
vices. 

The  effort  required  to  make 
this  model  a  reality  is  substantial. 
But  it  wilt  result  in  better  ser- 
vices to  children  and  families. 


and  that  makes  li 
worth  any  effon. 

In  addition  to  the 
integrated  service 
program.  I  am 
working  in  several 
other  children  and 
youth  areas. 

During  last 
year's  budget  pro- 
cess. I  successfully  advocated  for 
more  funding  for  subsidized 
child  care  for  the  working  poor.  I 
am  now  developing  legislation  lo 
increase  training  for  those  child- 
care  providers  receiving  City 
funds,  thus  ensuring  quality 
child-care  services.  Working  par- 
ents should  be  assured  that  they 
are  leaving  their  kids  in  safe, 
well-qualified,  hands. 

In  the  next  few  weeks.  I  will 
be  introducing  legislation  man- 
dating goal  setting  and  evaluation 
for  all  City-funded  youth  pro- 
grams. The  purpose  of  the  legis- 
lation is  to  improve  the  effective- 
ness of  both  public  and  private 
non-profit  youth  programs.  The 
legislation  also  requires  client 
participation  in  the  goals  setting 
and  evaluation  processes  so 
youth  will  have  a  voice  in  pro- 
grams that  impact  their  lives. 

Much  more  can  be  done  for 
the  young  people  in  our  City.  For 
example,  Coleman  Advocates  for 
Youth  recently  convened  a  sym- 
posium of  parents,  youth,  com- 
munity volunteers,  service 
providers  and  elected  officials  to 
identify  further  priorities.  1  look 
forward  to  this  and  other  dia- 
logues, and  welcome  input  and 
ideas. 

I  hope  you  will  Join  me  in  giv- 
ing these  issues  the  attention  they 
merit  to  give  our  krds  every  op- 
portunity for  the  future  they  de- 
serve,

Legal  immigrants  fight  to  survive

of  the  benefits. 

Galina  Veligurova,  who  works 
with  Russian  immigrants  aged  55 
and  over  at  Richmond  Senior 
Central,  said  she  has  seen  a  large 
number  of  clients  since  the  center 
opened  last  March. 

"I  have  300  clients,"  said 
Veligurova,  who  migrated  to  San 
Francisco  as  a  refugee  in  1995. 
The  center  also  offers  many  other 
services,  such  as  citizenship 
classes,  health,  social  services 
and  assistance  in  obtaining  pub- 
lic benefits. 

She  said  most  of  her  clients 
were  not  affected  by  the  reforms 
because  they  were  refugees. 
However,  many  were  concerned 
that  they  would  lose  their  bene- 
fits after  the  reforms. 

"Many  were  afraid  they  would 
lose  their  benefits."  said 
Veligurova.  She  said  those  who 
lost  benefits  caught  more  illness- 


es because  of  stress  and  a  loss  of 
proper  nutrition. 

Capulong  said  citizenship  sta- 
tus should  not  be  a  factor  in  de- 
termining eligibility  for  welfare 
programs. 

"These  benefits  were  set  up 
during  the  Great  Depression  for 
people,  regardless  of  citizen- 
ship," said  Capulong.  "If  the  gov- 
ernment wants  to  stop  wasting 
money,  they  should  slop  spend- 
ing it  on  things  like  die  military." 

He  said  citizenship  require- 
ments are  hard  to  fill  for  many  le- 
gal immigrants. 

"Not  everyone  is  able  to  be- 
come a  citizen,"  said  Capulong. 
"Some  are  elderly  and  have  prob- 
lems learning  what's  needed  to 
become  a  citizen.  There  is  a 
civics  test  and  you  need  to  know 
some  English. 

"There's  also  a  $95  service 
fee,  which  INS  wants  to  double," 
he  said. 

Thai  said  there  is  a  year  to  16 


monih  wail  for  those  wantmg  lo 
become  citizens. 

Capulong  said  his  group, 
along  with  other  immigrant 
rights  groups,  are  fighting  to  gel 
more  restorations  of  public  bene- 
fits. 

"People  are  unionizing,  push- 
ing Congress,  going  to 
Sacramento  and  pushing  the 
agendas  of  the  people,"  said 
Capulong. 

He  said  though  Congress  has 
restored  eligibility  for  some,  a  lot 
more  must  be  done  before  wel- 
fare is  fully  restored  for  legal  im- 
migrants. 

'There's  still  a  lot  that  needs 
to  be  done."  said  Capulong.  who 
said  there  has  been  a  40  percent 
drop  in  the  number  of  people  re- 
questing services. 

"People  think  that  everything 
has  been  restored  and  that  it's 
fine,  but  the  tnjlh  is  there's  a  lot 
that  hasn't  been  given  back."  he 
said.

Assault,  Aggravated  vi'ith 
Gun:  Sept.  11,  12:05  p.m.,  3300 
Block  of  Balboa  St. 

Police  officers  were  patrolling 
in  the  Outer  Richmond  District 
when  they  heard  a  loud  "pop" 
coming  from  east  of  35th  Avenue 
and  Balboa  Street.  As  they  ap- 
proached the  intersection,  a  two- 
door  BMW  passed  the  officers  at 
a  high  rate  of  speed. 

The  officers  went  to  the  spot 
of  the  suspected  gunshot  and  dis- 
covered a  14-year-old  student 
from  George  Washington  High 
School  holding  his  leg. 

"I've  been  shot,"  the  youth 
told  police. 

Police  proceeded  to  search  the 
area  for  the  BMW.  They  discov- 
ered, and  stopped,  the  driver,  a 
20-year-old  man,  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Geary  Boulevard  and 
32nd  Avenue. 

At  gunpoint,  the  man  was 
dragged  out  of  his  car,  and  re- 
ceived a  laceration  on  his  elbow, 
after  refusing  to  exit  his  vehicle 
at  the  demands  of  the  police  offi- 
cer on  the  scene. 

After  taking  the  man  into  cus- 
tody, police  took  the  suspect 
back  to  the  scene  of  the  crime, 
where  witnesses  identified  the 
man  driving  the  BMW  as  the 
shooter  of  the  juvenile. 

A  wimess  notified  police  offi- 
cers that  a  man,  who  matched  the 
description  of  the  suspect,  had 
slopped  his  vehicle  and  placed  a 
.45  caliber  Colt  pistol  in  the  bed 
of  a  parked  pickup  truck.  A  com- 
puter check  discovered  that  the 
weapon  was  stolen. 

Police  also  discovered,  as  evi- 
dence, a  shell  casing  at  the  scene 
of  the  crime. 

Members  of  the  City's  Gang 
Task  Force  were  notified,  be- 
cause of  the  ages  of  the  suspect, 
victim  and  witnesses,  and  arrived 
on  the  scene  to  lake  over  the  in- 
vestigation. 

Brandishing  Gun:  Sept.  25, 
2:40  a.m.,  Corner  Geary 
Boulevard  and  Third  Avenue 

A  man  left  a  club  at  the  north- 
west comer  of  Geary  Boulevard 
and  Third  Avenue  with  his 
friends  when  ihey  got  into  an  al- 
tercation with  two  men  at  the 
southeast  comer  of  the  intersec- 
tion. One  of  the  men,  wearing  a 
green  bathrobe,  entered  a  nearby 
house  and  soon  returned  with  a 
handgun  in  his  waistband,  which 
he  showed  to  the  victim. 

The  victim,  whose  car  was 
parked  in  front  of  the  house 
where  the  man  allegedly  got  the 
gun.  was  punched  in  the  face  nu- 
merous times  by  the  second  sus- 
pect after  he  was  shown  the  gun. 


A  second  victim,  who  wit- 
nessed the  assault,  entered  the 
fray  and  was  also  repeatedly 
punched  by  the  suspect. 

Police  arrived  on  the  scene, 
approached  the  apanment  house, 
and  proceeded  to  knock  on  the 
doors  of  the  building  looking  for 
the  suspect  who  had  brandished  a 
weapon.  After  knocking  on  sev- 
eral doors,  they  discovered  the 
unit  of  the  suspect,  which  was  in 
the  back. 

After  detaining  the  suspect 
and  getting  permission  from  him, 
officers  searched  his  bedroom. 
There  they  discovered  a  handgun 
and  robe,  which  was  identified  as 
the  one  the  suspect  was  wearing 
during  the  alleged  attack. 

Police  officers  responding  to 
the  scene  reported  that  it  ap- 
peared both  the  victims  and  sus- 
pects appeared  to  be  intoxicated, 
and  that  the  testimony  of  the  vic- 
tims was.  at  times,  contradictory. 

The  suspect  was  taken  to  the 
Richmond  Police  Station  and  cit- 
ed for  the  brandishing  a  weapon. 
The  second  suspect  is  being 
sought  by  police. 

Sexual  Battery:  Sept.  13, 
3:50  p.m.,  300  Block  of  Ninth 
Avenue 

A  police  officer  responded  to 
the  public  library  when  a  report 
of  a  suspicious  person  was  called 
in. 

A  16-year-old  giri  had  report- 
ed to  the  librarian  that  a  man  was 
following  her  around  the  library 
asking  her  questions  and  he  twice 
touched  her  buttocks  with  the 
back  of  his  hand.  She  thought  the 
touching  was  intentional,  and  not 
accidental,  because  the  man 
touched  her  two  times. 

The  librarian,  who  called  po- 
lice, identified  the  man,  who  was 
still  sitting  in  the  library.  The 
man  was  arrested  after  the  youth 
said  she  would  press  charges. 

After  taking  the  man  to  the 
Richmond  Police  Station,  the 
suspect  became  obstinate  and 
pushed  the  arresting  officer,  say- 
ing, "Hit  me.  Beat  me  up."  A 
background  check  revealed  four 
outstanding  warrants. 

Malicious  Mischief,  Possible 
Burglary  with  Forcible  Entry: 
Sept  13,  10:39  p.m.,  500  Block 
of  Clement  Street 

Police  responded  to  an  alarm 
call  and  discovered  the  window 
of  the  business,  on  the  Seventh 
Avenue  side,  was  broken.  There 
were  also  four  coat  hangers  un- 
derneath the  broken  window. 

The  alarm  company  did  not 
have  a  key  for  the  business  and 
were  unable  to  locale  any  of  the 


store's  owners,  so  police  could 
not  enter  the  store  to  look  for 
suspects  or  see  if  a  theft  had  oc- 
curred. A  canine  unit  that  re- 
sponded to  the  scene  was  also 
unable  to  assist,  because  the  hole 
in  the  window  was  not  big 
enough  for  the  canine  cop  to  en- 
ter. 

The  fire  department  was 
called  to  cover  the  broken  win- 
dow with  plastic. 

Burglary  of  a  Store,  Forcible

Police  responded  to  the  scene 
of  an  earlier  reported  incident 
where  a  store's  window  was  bro- 
ken. A  piece  of  plastic  that  was 
covering  the  hole  was  removed 
and  a  black  leather  jacket,  possi- 
bly belonging  to  a  suspect,  was 
on  a  shelf  near  the  entry  point. 

One  officer  noticed  that  there 
was  blood  at  the  scene,  possibly 
belonging  to  one  of  the  suspects, 
who  might  have  been  cut  enter- 
ing or  exiting  the  store.

They  were  not  injured 
and  were  identified  as  the  "heads 
of  household."  When  queried,  the 
couple  told  police  that  their  chil- 
dren were  sleeping  upstairs. 

One  of  the  youth,  a  15-year- 
old  boy,  had  a  two-inch  lacera- 
tion on  his  head  which  was  still 
bleeding.  The  youth  said  he  got 
the  injury  when  he  was  "jumped" 
while  riding  the  Muni  #38  Geary 
bus  line. 

Two  other  youths,  who  did  not 
live  at  the  house,  were  also  sus- 
pected of  being  involved  in  the 
burglary. 

Police  searched  a  second  bed- 
room in  the  house,  located  down- 
stairs at  the  back  of  the  garage, 
and  discovered  many  more  items 
that  appeared  to  be  pilfered. 

The  merchandise,  as  well  as  a 
pair  of  shoes  that  had  glass 
shards  imbedded  in  the  soles, 
was  booked  as  evidence.  The 
youth  that  lived  at  the  house  and 
had  the  scalp  injury,  was  taken  to 
juvenile  hall  and  booked.

Glass  -  large  sugar  or  salt  crystals  re- 
sulting from  manufacture,  hard  unexpand- 
ed  malted  milk  ball  center  or  tree  sap,  a 


gum  sometimes 
present  because 

of  nuts; 

White  lumps  - 
may  be  undis- 
solved starch, 
sugar  or  salt  from 
peanut  butter; 

Metal  -  Can- 
dy burned  in  manufacture; 

Pin  Holes  -  air  holes  or  starch  holes 
that  result  from  chocolate  sizing  units; 

Off-white  or  whitish-yellow  powder  - 
starch  covering  for  filling; 

Spots  -  black  or  brown  spots  may  be 
sugar  burned  in  the  manufacturing  process. 

Odd  taste  -  undissolved  citric  or  ascor- 
bic acid  may  be  unusually  bitter  or  sour,  or 
an  unusually  strong  flavoring  may  result 
from  air  bubbles  with  concentrated  flavor- 
ing; 

•  Keep  costumed  children  away  from 
pets.  The  pet  may  not  recognize  the  child 
and  become  frightened; 

•  Avoid  hard  plastic  or  wood  props  such 
as  daggers  or  swords.  Substitute  with  foam 
rubber,  which  is  soft  and  flexible.

About  240  activists  participat- 
ed in  the  pitching  of  a  tent  on  the 
lawn  near  the  Golden  Gate  Club 
to  bring  attention  to  the  plight  of 
the  poor  and  homeless  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  protest  was  the  sixth 
sanctioned  by  Religious  Witness

The  national  park  service  in- 
tends to  destroy  the  housing 
units.

Lee.  a  supervisor  in  the  office 
of  budget  analysis  and  fiscal  sys- 
tems for  the  SF  Department  of 
Public  Health's  Community 
Health  Service,  won  the  honor 
for  improving  the  management 
of  millions  of  grant  dollars  that 
the  department  receives  annually 
by  improving  accounting,  audit 
procedures  and  fiscal  controls.

Local  writer  survives  witii  morose  style  of  humor 


Munoz  peddles  Christmas  ''ditty

Not  everyone  isjiappy  or 
wants  to  pretend  to  he  happy 
around  the  holiday  season.  One 
artist,  who  lives  in  ihe  Richmond 
District,  takes  a  serious  look  at 
that  "gloomy"  period  of  the  year 
for  many  people. 

Al  30  years  of  age.  P.C. 
Munoz  has  just  compiled  a  col- 
lection of  21  original  songs.  The 
release  of  his  compact  disk  is 
planned  for  1998  and  will  in- 
clude his  strangely  mesmerizing 
funky  Christmas  song. 

The  adventure  started  two 
years  ago.  when  Munoz  sent  to  a 
bunch  of  friends  a  cassette  with  a 
song  he  wrote  about  Christmas 
—  instead  of  the  traditional 
greeting  card. 

"Instead  of  the  typical  holiday 
cheer,  I  put  cassettes  in  en- 
velopes." Munoz  explains.  "I 
want  friends  to  listen  to  my 
Christmas  words,  not  some  stan- 
dardized Christmas  words  writ- 
ten by  other  people,  but  my  very 
own  words." 

The  response  to  Munoz'  holi- 
day greeting  card.  "Send  Me  a 
Card  at  Christmas,"  were  enthu- 
siastic. A  couple  of  his  friends 
were  so  encouraging  that  Munoz 
decided  to  send  his  Christmas 
cassette  to  local  radios  and  maga- 
zines to  see  the  reaction. 

"It  was  a  real  surprise." 
Munoz  recalls.  "Almost  immedi- 
ately three  local  stations  aired  my 
song.  I  guess  the  song  rang  true 
to  quite  a  few,  since  many  called 


up  10  order  the  album  "  At  the 
time,  the  song  was  nut  available. 
Munoz  had  to  duplicate  his  song 
on  cassettes  before  sendmg  them. 

While  waiting  for  his  first 
compact  disk  to  come  out. 
Munoz  still  distributes  his 
Christmas  song,  in  cassette  form. 
It  is  available  at  Flat  Plastic 
Sound,  a  Richmond  District 
record  store  on  Clement  Street 
near  Arguello  Boulevard. 

"I  am  glad  many  folks  like  the 
idea  of  a  warped  Christmas  dit- 
ty." Munoz  slates. 

"Not  everyone  is  happy  at 
Christmas.  Many  people  are 
lonely,  wondering  if  they  are  go- 
ing to  get  any  Christmas  card  at 
all,  I  like  to  know  people  share 
my  blues  and  are  willing  to  laugh 
about  it." 

The  song  is  not  depressing  as 
much  as  it  refuses  the  standard- 
ized tone  of  Christmas  cheer  and 
rejoicing.  Munoz  has  the  same 
high  standard  for  all  his  writings. 

"Let's  face  it,"  Munoz  com- 
ments, "most  love  songs  are 
corny,  the  lyrics  offer  such  sim- 
plistic points  of  view.  I  refuse  to 
be  dishonest.  I  want  to  speak 
about  heartbreaks,  love  disap- 
pointments and  people's  lies. 
Why  always  present  life  so  per- 
fecUyr* 

Maybe  Munoz"  insistence  on 
substance  stems  from  his  profes- 
sional training. 

As  an  elementary  school 
teacher,  Munoz  faces  daily  the 
honesty  of  children,  their  direct- 
ness and  their  sensitivity.  Some

Assemblyman  Kevin  Shelley, 
who  represenu  the  12th  District, 
which  includes  (he  Richmond 
and  Sunset  Districts,  held  a 
"town  hall"  meeting  Oct.  18  at 
the  Christ  Church  Lutheran  in  the 
Sunset  District.

He  also  look  a 
stand  against  a  massive 
Stonestown  Shopping  Center  ex- 
pansion, which  is  working  its 
way  through  the  SF  Planning 
Department. 

Shelley  also  touted  legislation 
that,  as  a  first-term  assemblyman, 
he  introduced  and  helped  become 
law.  including  an  environmental 
bill  that  will  help  protect  the 
state's  coastline  and  a  bill  that 
raises  the  fine  for  running  a  red 
traffic  light  to  more  than  $200.

Journal  in  July  ihai  "decisions  in 
communities  can't  be  driven  by 
science  alone.  It's  the  communi- 
ty's right  to  make  decisions  for 
themselves." 

What  has  residents  frustrated 
is  (hat  despite  signing  a  local  or- 
dinance in  July  1996.  which  cre- 
ated a  Telecommunications 
Commission  and  required  the 
commission  to  draft  a 
Telecommunications  Master  Plan 
for  adoption  by  the  city  within  18 
months.  SF  Mayor  Willie  Brown 
failed  to  appoint  commission 
members  until  April  1997. 

And.  although  the  commis- 
sion has  met  for  the  past  six 
months,  it  has  yet  to  hire  a  con- 
sultant to  draft  the  plan. 

According  to  David  Ellington, 
president  of  the  Telecom- 
munications Commission,  com- 
mission members  interviewed  1 1 
potential  consultants  last  month 
but  were  unable  to  find  a  quali- 
fied candidate. 

"I  have  been  aggressively  pur- 
suing this  and  1  understand  the 
concerns,"  said  Ellington. 

Ellington  also  points  out  that 
the  commission  has  only  existed 
for  six  months. 

While  the  board  of  supervi- 
sors is  considering  Ammiano's 
proposal  to  impose  interim  zon- 
ing controls,  it  may  also  be  fac- 
ing a  vote  on  a  proposal  to  ex- 
lend  the  deadline  for  producing 
the  Telecommunication  Master 
Plan  from  January  1998  to 
September  1998. 

Ellington  confirms  he  intends 
to  ask  the  supervisors  for  an  ex- 
tension of  the  January  deadline. 

"1  have  talked  with  Ed 
Harrington  (city  controller  and 
acting  director  of  the  Department 
of  Telecommunications)  about 


asking  the  board  for  an  exten- 
sion," says  Ellington. 

However,  residents  say  they 
are  fed  up  by  the  lack  of  response 
from  city  officials  which  they  say 
have  been  heavily  lobbied  by  the 
industry,  and  will  likely  oppose 
an  extension  of  the  January  dead- 
line. 

"They  (city  officials)  have 
avoided  the  whole  process  be- 
cause no  master  plan  has  been 
adopted  by  the  City.  This  is  irre- 
sponsible on  (he  part  of  our  elect- 
ed officials."  says  John  Bardis. 
president  of  the  Telecom- 
munication Commission  Master 
Plan  Coalition,  a  new  organiza- 
tion composed  of  members  from 
many  neighborhood  associations 
and  two  local  labor  unions. 

Bardis  points  out  that  the 
guidelines  the  city  adopted  in 
connection  with  the  new  wireless 
technology  was  only  an  interim 
measure,  and  that  the  primary 
purpose  of  the  Telecom- 
munications Commission  is  to 
produce  a  master  plan  for  the 
City. 

"To  extend  the  deadline  for 
the  master  plan  would  go  against 
the  original  purpose  of  the  com- 
mission, and  the  board  of  super- 
visors has  no  alternative  but  to 
insist  that  a  master  plan  be  devel- 
oped." Bardis  said. 

He  cited  the  board's  recent  8  - 
3  vole  on  Oct.  6  upholding  a  de- 
cision of  the  planning  commis- 
sion to  allow  Sprint  Spectrum  to 
install  six  antennas  on  a  residen- 
tial apartment  building,  at  1501 
Lincoln  Way,  as  an  example  of 
the  board's  lack  of  responsive- 
ness. (Supervisors  Ammiano. 
Sue  Bierman  and  Jose  Medina 
voted  against  the  decision.) 

On  Nov.  13.  Sprint  has  a  pro- 
posal to  install  six  antennas  on 
the  rooftop  of  an  office  building 


at  2121  and  2145  19lh  Ave.  be- 
fore the  planning  commission. 

Sharon  Moy,  owner  of  a  near- 
by preschool,  told  commissioners 
Oct.  23  thai  she  plans  to  oppose 
the  project. 

"Parents  say  they  will  lake 
their  children  out  of  school  if 
Sprint  pufS  their  antennas  up  and 
1  don't  blame  them.  Would  you 
want  to  take  the  chance?"  Moy 
asked  the  commissioners. 

Critics  of  the  industry  point  lo 
recent  scientific  studies  which 
they  say  raise  concerns  about  ra- 
dio frequency  radiation. 

In  May,  a  study  by  Telstra,  an 
Australian  telecommunications

company  which  operates  a  wire- 
less network,  showed  that  spe- 
cially bred,  cancer-prone  mice 
exposed  to  the  frequency  used 
for  digital  wireless  phones  for  an 
hour  a  day  developed  cancer  of 
the  immune  system  at  twice  the 
usual  rate. 

Until  a  Telecommunications 
Master  Plan  is  adopted  by  the 
City  and  unless  interim  controls 
are  imposed,  sites  are  likely  to  be 
approved  by  the  planning  com- 
mission as  companies  continue  to 
build  their  networks. 

The  telecommunications  in- 
dustry has  already  spent  $18  bil- 
lion for  federal  licenses  to  use 
the  new  spectrum,  which 
Congress  granted  when  it  passed 
the  1996  Telecommunication 
Act.  In  the  next  few  years,  it  will 
likely  spend  billions  more  to 
build  out  the  new  networks. 


Supes  join  Noe  Valley  antenna  protest 


On  Sunday.  Oct.  26.  Cily  Super- 
visors Tom  Ammiano.  Sue 
Bierman  and  Leland  Yee  joined 
neighbors  at  1021  Sanchez  Si.  to 
protest  the  installation  of  six  cel- 
lular antennas  by  Pac  Bell  and 
Cellular  One  on  the  steeple  of  the 
Noe  Valley  Ministry. 

Wearing  signs  saying 
"Respect  Your  Neighbors"  and 
"No  Levels  Are  Safe  For  Me." 
approximately  25  parents,  chil- 
dren and  pets  marched  and  sang 
songs  before  Sunday  morning 
church  services. 

The  protesters  say  they  are 
concerned  about  possible  health 
risks  to  children  from  radio  fre- 
quency radiation  (RFR)  from  the 
antennas  and  will  continue  to 
picket  until  the  church  gets  the 
message. 

However,  church  administra- 
tors say  ihere  is  no  scientific  evi- 
dence that  electromagnetic  radia- 
tion emitted  from  the  antennas 
will  cause  health  problems  and, 
they  add,  emissions  fall  well 
within  federal  guidelines. 

Supervisors  Bierman  and 
Ammiano  told  the  protesters  the 
Cily  is  not  doing  enough  to  pro- 
tect children.  "In  Europe,  people 
are  working  much  harder  on  this 
and  don't  take  chances  with 
kids,"  Bierman  said.  Ammiano 
drew  enthusiastic  applause  from 
(he  people  picketing  when  he  an- 
nounced that  he  would  introduce 
legislation  for  a  moratorium  on 
antenna  sites  until  a  master  plan 
is  adopted. 

Nina  Youkelson.  director  of 
the  Noe  Valley  Nursery  School 
with  24  children  at  (he  church 
siie,  says  the  ministry  needs  the 
rental  income  from  the  antennas. 
According  to  Youkelson,  the 


church  is  unwilling  to  give  up  the 
$24,000  a  year  it  can  make  by 
renting  space  to  Pac  Bell  and 
Cellular  One. 

"It's  a  matter  of  money."  said 
Youkelson.  "They  came  to  the 
community  for  $100,000  to  put 
on  a  roof  last  year  and  now  they 
have  to  retrofit  the  foundation  of 
Ihe  church."  he  explains. 

Organizers  of  the  protest  say 
they  have  tried  to  be  good  neigh- 
bors by  creating  a  Neighborhood 
and  Parents  Council  to  raise 
funds  to  offset  the  loss  of  antenna 
revenue. 

Peter  Gabel.  a  neighborhood 


activist,  says  the  council  sent  a 
fundraising  proposal  lo  the 
church  authorities  and  is  hopeful 
something  can  be  worked  out. 

"We  are  engaged  in  a  dialogue 
and  I  am  very  hopeful  thai  we 
can  work  something  out."  he 
said. 

According  lo  city  records.  1 19 
cell  phone  antenna  sites  are 
presently  located  within  the  Cily. 
but  this  would  be  the  only  site  in 
Noe  Valley.  Sprint  withdrew  a 
plan  to  put  a  transmitter  on  the 
Hoffman  Fire  Station  last  spring 
after  public  outcry.

New  FCC  plan  draws  fire 


Cily  Attorney  Louise  Renne  is 
drafting  a  rebuttal  to  a  proposed 
new  regulation  by  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission 
(FCC)  which  will  preempt  local 
zoning  and  land  use  ordinances. 

The  new  rule  was  brought  be- 
fore Ihe  FCC  by  the  National 
Association  of  Broadcasters  and 
the  Association  of  Maximum 
Service  Television  and  was  de- 
signed to  remove  obstacles  to  the 
placement  of  equipment  for  the 
new  digital  television  (DTV)  ser- 
vice. 

Because  the  new  regulation 
would  strip  away  a  significant 
amount  of  control,  local  authori- 
ties are  opposing  the  new  regula- 
tion. "It  usurps  local  authority," 
says  attorney  Julia  Friedlander. 

"Louise  Renne  is  a  member  of 
the  state  and  local  advisory  com- 
mittee (o  the  FCC  and  chairman 
of  the  wireless  subcommittee  and 
has  been  bringing  people  togeih-

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High-definition  television 
antennas  are  proposed  to 
be  added  to  Sutro  Tower, 
which  currently  has  televi- 
sion and  radio  antennas. 
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With  rents  going  up  dra- 
matically the  past  year 
and  with  interest  rates 
remaining  low.  the  cost  of  own- 
ing a  home  versus  renting  has  re- 
versed itself  and  it  now  makes 
more  economic  sense  for  people 
to  buy  instead  of  rent. 

This  month,  I  will  use  a  real- 
case  scenario  to  illustrate  the 
numbers  involved  in  buying  ver- 
sus renting  (see  figure  1). 

1  assume  that  the  purchaser  is 
a  first-time  buyer,  a  couple,  no 
children,  earning  $80,000  per 
year  with  no  income  tax  deduc- 
tions other  than  the  standard  ex- 
emptions. The  purchase  price  is 
$300,000  and  they  are  putting  20 


percent,  or  $60,000. 
down  and  getting  a 
loan  of  $240,000  at 
an  annual  interest 
rate  of  8  percent. 

In  the  rental  case, 
assuming  wages  of 
$80,000,  they  have 
to  add  interest  from 
the  $60,000  they 
have  saved,  and  subtract  their  de- 
ductions and  exemptions  to  get 
their  taxable  income  of  $71,200. 
Their  total  federal  and  state  in- 
come tax  is  then  calculated  to  be 
$18,190. 

If  they  were  to  purchase,  they 
can  deduct  the  mortgage  interest, 
property  taxes  and  their  exemp-

tion  from  their  wages.  This  low- 
ers their  taxable  income  to 
$51,050  and  their  total  taxes  to 
$10,848,  resulting  in  an  annual 
income  tax  savings  of  $7,343. 

Next,  we  will  use  these  num- 
bers to  calculate  the  inie  costs  of 
homeownership.  Our  couple's 
true  out-of-pocket  expenses  are 
the  mortgage,  which  includes  in- 
terest and  principal,  real  estate 
taxes,  maintenance  and  insur- 
ance, which  totals  $25,250. 

Since  they  used  the  $60,000 
as  a  down  payment,  they  lost 
interest  earnings  of  about  $3,000 
that  they  could  have  earned.  We 
have  to  add  this  to  the  cost  of 
home  ownership. 


However,  ihcy 
saved  $7,343  from 
income  taxes, 
which  we  subtract 
from  the  cost  to 
arrive  al  the  annu- 
al cost  of  home- 
ownership  of 
$20,907.  or  $1,742 
monthly. 
Renting  an  equivalent  home  in 
this  market  will  cost  about 
$2,(X)0  per  month,  resulting  in  a 
savings  of  $258  per  month,  or 
$3,093  per  year.  In  addition,  the 
mortgage  payment  includes  an 
amortization  of  the  loan,  or  re- 
duction in  principal,  of  $2,600, 
resulting  in  a  total  annual  benefit 
of  $5,693.  These  calculations 
have  not  factored  in  the  effects  of 
appreciation,  but  even  without 
any  price  increases,  the  couple 
would  be  better  off  economically 
by  buying  rather  than  renting. 

However,  purchasing  real  es- 
tate is  not  for  everyone.  For  ex- 
ample, someone  facing  uncer- 
tainty in  his  or  her  life,  perhaps

aniicipating  a  move  within  the 
next  few  years,  should  not  pur- 
chase a  home  because  with  high 
transaction  cosu  and  uncertainty 
in  prices,  buyers  will  probably 
lose  money  by  buying  now  and 
selling  a  short  time  later. 

Also,  if  someone  is  living  in  a 
rent-controlled  unit  now  and  the 
rent  is  low,  as  compared  to  cur- 
rent market  rental  rates,  it  might 
not  make  sense  to  buy. 

There  are  also  other  issues  in- 
volved, other  than  economics, 
when  purchasing  a  home.  There 
is  the  emotional  attachment  of 
home  ownership  as  a  part  of  the 
"American  dream." 

I  have  set  up  this  model  to 
evaluate  the  true  costs  of  home 
ownership  on  a  purely  financial 
basis.

Hann.s  and  I  de- 
cided to  take  a 
ride  to  the 
beach,  and  because  the 
weather  was  warm  and 
the  sunset  looked  to  be 
sensational,  we  decid- 
ed to  check  out  the 
newly  renovated 
Beach  Chalet  Brewery  and 
Restaurant, 

There's  a  good  reason  for 
putting  "brewery"  ahead  of 
"restaurant."  The  many  fine  beers 
available  at  the  Beach  Chalet  are 
stars. 

The  main  dining  room  of  the 
restored  chalet  is  beautiful.  One 
wall  is  painted  with  a  touch  of 
apricot,  while  others  are  colored 
in  cream-colored  hues.  The  room 
has  lightly-colored  wood  chairs 
and  tables  with  paper  napkins 
and  no  table  coverings.  The  light 
scones  give  the  room  an  Art 
Deco  feel,  most  appropriate  for 
the  building,  which  first  opened 
in  1925. 

If  for  no  other  reason,  visitors 
should  stop  by  the  chalet  to  ad- 
mire the  Lucien  Labaudt  murals, 
painted  in  1936  with  a  WPA 
grant.  The  murals  are  located  on 
the  first  floor  and  the  brewery 
and  restaurant  are  located  on  the 
second  floor.  There  is  an  elevator 
in  (he  building  for  those  individ- 
uals that  need  the  assistance. 

The  Beach  Chalet  should  be 
on  the  list  of  where  to  go  wiih 
out-of-lowners.  The  view  over- 
looking the  Pacific  Ocean  during 
the  day  is  superb. 

Besides  the  beer  tanks,  which 
are  among  the  best  anywhere, 
there  is  a  full  bar.  Aside  from  the 
usual  drinks,  some  exotic  ones 
are  offered,  including  Beach 
Chalet  Punch,  $5.50.  which  com- 
bines Bacardi  Rum  with  fresh 
sweet  &  sour,  orange  and  pineap- 
ple juices,  grenadine  and  a  float 
of  Meyer's  Rum.  An  amazing 
(for  the  U.S.)  II  single-malt 
Scotches  are  available,  including 
Macallan  12  year  ($6.50)  and  18 
year  ($8.50).  (Be  sure  there's  a 
designated  driver.) 

Manager  Michael  Jones  said 
there  are  always  five  beers  and/or 
ales  offered,  for  around  $3.50  a 
glass.  They  are  prepared  by 
brewer  Scott  Turnidge  or  occa- 
sional guest  brewers.  Hanns  and  1 
sampled  RB.Gar.  a  fabulous  light 
and  tasty  ale,  and,  because  of  the 
heat,  decided  one  was  enough. 
We  also  could  have  chosen  from 
Essex  E.S.B.  (Extra  Special 
Bitter),  a  traditional  English  beer, 
medium  bodied  with  a  hop-bitter 
finish,  or  Pacific  Porter,  a  dark 
medium-bodied  porter  with  a  dry, 
roasted  finish. 

The  night  we  were  at  the 
chalet,  offerings  included 
California  Kind  Ale,  California- 
style  Golden  Ale,  Riptide  Red,  a 
light  to  medium  red  ale  with  a 
slightly  sweet  finish  or.  guest 
brewer  Shawn  O'Sullivan's 
Strong  Ale.  a  full  bodied,  dry-

hopped,  strong  ale. 

Of  course  there  are  some  good 
wines  to  choose  from,  $5.50  — 
7.50  for  a  glass  or  $14  —  30  for 
a  bottle.  Non-alcoholic  bever- 
ages, both  hot  and  cold,  are  also 
available. 

Chef  Richard  Radcliffe  has 
impeccable  credentials,  having 
worked  at  some  of  the  finest  Bay 
Area  and  Northern  California 
restaurants. 

Ten  appetizers  are  available 
on  the  menu.  They  include  red 
bean  soup.  $5.50;  mixed  seafood 
ceviche,  $7.50;  smoked  salmon, 
pastrami  style,  $6.50;  and  three 
salads,  ranging  in  price  from 
$5.50  to  $6.95. 

I  asked  Tony,  our  nice  waiter, 
about  the  size  of  the  Caesar 
Salad.  He  replied  that  it  was  very 
large  and  he  usually  suggests  two 
people  split  it.  It  was  not.  howev- 
er, large  enough  to  serve  as  an 
entree  for  two  diners. 

Given  a  choice  of  1 1  entrees. 
Hanns  ordered  crisp  beer-batier- 
fried  jumbo  scallops  and  clams 
($16).  He  enjoyed  them,  but  I 
tried  one  of  the  batter-covered 
veggies  and  found  it  to  be  a  little 
loo  greasy  for  my  tastes.  People 
dining  at  the  next  table  had  what 
looked  to  be  a  terrific  hamburger, 
listed  on  the  menu  as  Niman- 
Schell  half-pound  ground-chuck- 
burger  on  a  baguette  with  Roma 
tomatoes,  pickled  onions  and 
French  fries,  which  costs  $8.95. 

We  also  spotted  a  terrific  large 
plate  of  French-fried  onion 
strings,  which  costs  $4.50;  some- 
thing we  haven't  seen  since  our 
last  Maui  vacation. 

Among  other  offerings  are 
roast  double-cut  pork  loin  chops 
with  pumpkin-com  pancakes  and 
beer  barbecue  sauce,  $15.50; 


grilled  Texas-style 
smoked  duck  links  with 
braised  greens,  serrano 
salsa  and  polenta.  $16; 
grilled  Korean  barbe- 
cue beef  short  ribs  with 
cellophane  noodles  and 
rice;  and  sautced  gin- 
ger-scallion  snap  peas. 
Vegetarians  may  order  late  sum- 
mer vegetables  with  fresh  fettuc- 
cine,  in  a  light  butter  sauce, 
lemon  and  garlic,  for  $14.75. 
And  there's  always  a  special  fish 
of  the  day  served  at  the  Beach 
Chalet. 

Desserts,  which  ranged  in 
price  from  $5  to  $6.50,  looked 
tempting,  but  we  were  both  satis- 
fied with  our  entrees  and  passed 
on  the  sweets.  If  we  had.  though, 
we  might  have  gone  for  the 
Beach  Chalet's  chocolate 
"Sandcastle."  layers  of  crisp 
meringue  and  chocolate  mousse 
with  a  bittersweet  chocolate 
sauce.  Or  hazelnut  espresso  pot 
de  creme  or  chocolate-chip  mac- 
aroon sundae,  with  banana  gelato 
and  strawberry  sauce  ...  next 
time. 

The  Beach  Chalet  is  off  to  a 
good  start,  but  I  hope  chef 
Radcliffe  rethinks  his  menu,  and 
adds  some  plain  American  cook- 
ing, which  would  be  most  appro- 
priate for  the  restaurant's  loca- 
tion. 

But  we'll  be  back,  especially 
for  the  beer,  onion  strings  and. 
rfiaybe,  a  dessert.

er  in  order  to  draft  an  opposi- 
tion." added  Friedlander 

In  effect,  if  the  technology 
meets  1992  ANSI  standards,  and 
does  not  conflict  with  occupa- 
tional safety  standards,  local  ju- 
risdictions will  have  little  to  say 
about  where  the  equipment  can 
be  placed.  The  rule  will  also 
speed  up  the  process  for  the  in- 
dustry by  requiring  prompt  ac- 
tion by  local  authorities. 

Specifically,  if  the  FCC  rule  is 
adopted  as  it  now  stands  it  would 
do  the  following:  (I)  set  short 
time  limits  within  which  local 
government  must  act  on  requests 
to  build  new  facilities  or  requests 
to  modify  existing  facilities  (45 


days  maximum):  preempt  local 
land-use  ordinances  with  few  ex- 
ceptions; and  appoint  the  FCC 
mediator  of  any  disputes  between 
local  municipalities  and  broad- 
casters. 

The  proposed  rule  is  expected 
to  effect  approximately  1,558 
television  stations  and  approxi- 
mately 12,156  radio  stations, 
which  will  have  to  move  their 
equipment  to  make  room  on  ex- 
isting lowers  for  the  new  technol- 
ogy

As  the  City  gardener  for  the 
NAMG,  I  applaud  the  dedicated 
volunteers  who  religiously  show 
up  every  third  Saturday  of  the 
month  to  assist  me  in  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Grove  but  I  also 
greatly  appreciate  and  applaud 
the  department's  support  ser- 
vices, which  includes  tree  top- 
pers, truck  drivers,  laborers, 
nursery  workers,  plumbers,  engi- 
neers, etc.,  who  have  greatly  con- 
tributed to  improving  this  15  acre 
roemoiial. 

They,    as    well    as  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department, 
should  not  be  overlooked.

Rose  Tsai.  SFNA  director  of 
the  "Commtltce  to  Save  the 
Central  Freeway,"  has  a  letter  in 
your  October  issue  where  she 
stales  that  the  City  has  more  cars 
and  thereby  needs  more  free- 
ways; that  the  freeway  has  not 
been  rebuilt,  or  extended,  be- 
cause "the  reality  is  the  City  is 
incapable  of  malting  decisions," 
and.  "a  decision  was  made  40 
years  ago  to  end  the  freeway  at 
Oak  and  Fell,  which  has  precipi- 
tated  our  current  problem." 

Ms.  Tsai,  with  all  due  respect, 
this  is  pretzel  logic.  I  argue  the 
opposite. 

Some  history:  In  October  of 
1948.  the  City  Planning 
Department  published  maps  of 
the  freeway  that  was  planned  for 
the  western  corridor.  They  show 
a  six-lane  highway  up  the 
Panhandle,  a  series  of  eight 
ramps  in  a  complex  mixing-bowl 


at  Stanyan  Street,  linking  to  mul- 
ti-lane freeways  running  the 
perimeters  of  Lincoln  Way  and 
Fulton  Street  inside  Golden  Gate 
Park  out  to  the  ocean.  There  were 
additional  cloverleafs  at  Park 
Presidio  Boulevard  and  at 
Arguello  Boulevard  in  the  Inner 
Sunset  District,  behind  the  de 
Young  Museum.  Nice, 

Fortunately.  2.000  people 
showed  up  at  a  hearing  to  fight 
this  concrete  monstrosity,  and  20 
years  later,  killed  the  plan.  They 
killed  24  additional  freeways, 
too.  including  my  favorite,  the  el- 
evated eight-laner  that  was  going 
to  run  up  the  center  of  Glen 
Canyon. 

So  here's  my  opinion. 
Freeways  do  not  eliminate  cars 
or  traffic,  they  increase  cars  and 
traffic.  Inner  city  freeways  divide 
and  destroy  neighborhoods.  And. 
contradictory  to  what  you  might 
understand,  the  monster  bay  to 
ocean  freeway,  which  the  Central 


Freeway  was  intended  to  link  to, 
was  fought  by  grassroots  organi- 
zations and  was  killed,  against  all 
odds  and  powerful  forces,  be- 
cause San  Franciscans  loved  their 
neighborhoods  enough  to  chal- 
lenge it. 

If  "the  City's  (being)  inca- 
pable of  making  decisions"  re- 
sults in  no  new  freeway,  then  the 
City  will  be  the  winner. 

I  will  vole  against  any  free- 
way, to  save  the  City  for  its  beau- 
ty and  charm. 

If  you  want  more  inner-city 
freeways,  you  might  look  hard  at 
L.A. 

That's  where  the  freeway  ac- 
tion is.
